RUSSIANS MARCH 
THROUGH DOBRUDJA. 


Russian troops are marching through 
Dobrudja, but whether to strike at Bul- 
garia north of Varna or to aid the Ru- 
manians invading Transylvania, it is

British forces in August lost approx- 
imately 4,711 officers and 123,234 men 
killed, wounded and missing. 

The possibilities of Bulgaria weak- 


ening and of the Greek people forcing 


the government to mobilize and resist 
Bulgarian occupation of the territory 
in Greece so recently won from Tur- 
key are much discussed. King Fer- 
dinand of Bulgaria is visiting Vienna, 
and English speculation is that he fears 
to return to his kingdom and is pre- 
pared to abdicate in favor of Crown 
Prince Boris, reported to be hedging on 
Bulgaria’s gamble by expressing senti- 
ments friendly to his father’s enemies. 

The .Munich Nachrichten Says that 
the central powers do not doubt Bul. 
garia’s loyalty, but are alarmed at her 
obscure attitude, and the lack of news 
from that country. :

not settle the matter, presidents of 
three western railroads declared to- 
night. Furthermore, such legislation 
would be far from satisfactory to the 


railroads, they said. 

“The railroads would take no pre- 
cipitate action in event the Dill were 
passed,’ said Hale Holden, president 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
who was spokesman for the railway 
managers at their recent conference 
with President Wilson. “But we cer- 
tainly will not allow an illegal law to 
stand if we can help it. 

“It is my understanding that the su- 
preme court of the United States has 
held recently in two cases that the con- 
gress of the United States has abso- 
lutely no power to fix wages. That 
is what the Adamson bill amounts to, 
according to my understanding. If it 
is passed it would only postpone the 
issue.”’ 

Similar sentiments were expressed br 
k. P. Ripley, président of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe, and Pregi- 
dent H. R. Kurrie, of the Monon. 

Will Not Settle Matter. 

“If the. men accept the Adamson 
compromise its effect will probably. be 
that of postponing the strike,” said 
President E. P. Ripley, “but it will not 
settle the matter.” Such a measure 
might ‘well be satisfactory to the men 
inasmuch as it gives them what they 
are seeking, an eight-hour day with 
ten-hour pay. It is not satisfactory 
to the railroads. Congress has no right 
to pass such a measure.” ‘ 

Marvin Hughitt, Jr., vice president | 
of the Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
way, said today that in the event of a 
strike his road had received such as- 
surances‘of loyalty from trainmen as 
to justify the prediction that passenger 
service would be maintained practical- 
ly unimpaired. E. D. Sewell, vice pres- 
ident of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, said that his road had assur. 
ances from its men which justified a 
statement that the road would be able 
to care for the real necessities of the 
public. 

Would Not Be Crippled. 

It was reported that others of the 
twenty roads centering in Chicago felt 
enforcement of the strike order would 
fail to cripple them seriously. ' 

Presidents of railroads centering in 
Chicago met at the Chicago club this 
afternoon. A brief statement, issued 
after the meeting, said: 

“Methods of dealing with the con- 
ditions which will be created if the 
Strike comes were discussed, but no 
definite plans were adopted.” 

Similar meetings will be held daily 
until the situation has cleared. Repre- 
sentatives of unorganized railway em-

Cipient of all these things I cwe my 
first obligation. I can put it off, but 
if I did without gaining a satisfactory 
settlement there would linger in the 
minds of those who have trusted me 
thoughts of treachery. If 1] put it off 
across a fair record of thirty years 
would be written the word ‘traitor.’ ” 

For a moment the witness paused 
and seemed to peer far out over the 
heads of the crowd.- Then tears came 
into his eyes and rolled down his 
cheeks.

Formal announcement of the house 
program was made just before the 
adjourned. by Representative 
Kitchin with a request that all mem- 
bers be in their seats tomorrow.

“All those at the 
president’s conference were agreed up- 
on such a bill,” he said, “and I don’t 
see how either side of the controversy 
could. attempt to oppose it in the face 
of the threatened industrial tie-up.” 

The strike situation found its way 
into the senate debate on the emergency 
revenue bill once during the day. Sen- 
ator Stone, in a review of the accom- 
plishments of the present administra- 
tion compared with the Taft adminis- 
tration, referred to President Wilson’s 
efforts to prevent a strike. Senator Gal- 
linger, the republican leader, interrupt- 
ed to say it was well known that the 
president was playing to the grand- 
stand, and that “he has little regard 
for the constitution as he plays.” 

The senate committee worked until 
long after midnight and adjourned to 
meet again at 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning to complete its report. Al-

O. G. PRIDGEN 18 no associated with mored cruiser Memphis and report on 


TO PASS BILL TODAY 


DECLARES ADAMSON 


Says the "House Will Make 

Quick Work of His Meas- 
ure to Prevent Strike— The 
President Has Busy Day. 


Washington, August 31.—Just before 
11 o'clock this morning President Wil- 
son arrived at the. capitol and sum- 
moned administration leaders to his 


office. 

Word was sent to the interstate com- 
merce committee that the president 
wanted to confer with senators on 
hastening the legislative action. The 
committee authorized Senators Pome- 
rene, of Ohio, and Smith, of South Car- 
olina, to confer with the president, 

“IT have just been kéeping in-@touch 
with things to see that they keep mov- 
ing, and they are moving,” said Presi- 
dent Wilson as he left the conference 
with congressional leaders. The presi- 
dent’s face beamed with a broad smile. 

House to Pass Bill. 

Chairman Adamson, of the interstate 
commerce committee, said: 

“We will pass the eight-hour Dill, 
introduced today in the house, tonfor- 
row. That will include the provision 
for an investigation of the effect of 
the eight-hour day on the railroads. 
That, we believe, will prevent the 
strike.” 

The president returned to the white 
house. 

The president received assurances 
that action would be taken tomorrow 
by the house on a measure which will 
include the eight-hour day, a commis- 
sion of investigation, an increase in the 
membership ‘of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and a provision for 
the military operation of the railroads. 

Senate Not So Sure. 

While the assurances given on the at- 
titude of the senate were not so defi- 
nite, the president was told that the 
prospects were bright for action on at 
least part of the program. 

The portions of the president’s rec- 
ommendations providing for a bill gim- 
ilar to the Canadian industrial disputes 
act, for making arbitral awards court 
records, and for empowering the inter- 
state commerce commission to grant 
freight rate increases if necessary are 
to be taken up separately. 

Although considerable opposition de- 
veloped to that part of the president’s 
program providing for the military op- 
eration of the railroads in case of ne- 
cessity, he insisted it be included. 

Representative Kitchin gaid he 
thought the eight-hour bill, with 
some modification, could be put through 
the house. 

“Of course, there would be great op- 
position to all of the president’s pro- 
gram,” said Kitchin, “but I think we 
can get an elght-hour bill through and 
prevent the strike. This, I think, can 
be done before Saturday night.”’ 

Mr. Kitchin directed that the house 
eight-hour bill should be carefully re- 


| vised and submitted to the brother- 


hoods for approval and assurances that 
it satisfies them before it is passed. 


NEW YORK MAY ATTEMPT 
10 FIX COST OF FOOD 


Feared Embargoes Already 
Declared Will Seriously 
Affect Situation. ° 


New York, August 31.—Although the 
prospect of averting the threatened 
nation-wide railroad strike was con- 
sidered encouraging tonight, city offi- 
cials and representatives of New York’s 
industries continued their efforts to 
provide against suffering in a possible 
emergency. Commissioner of Police 
Woods prepared an appeal to the rail- 
roads and employees, urging them in 
the event of a strike to permit food 


supplies to reach the city. The com- 


missioner also reiterated his statement 


that he would act vigorously against 
} 


dealers who raised food prices. 

Upward of 9,000 carloads of food are 
brought here weekly, much of it perish- 
able. The department of health esti- 
mates that more than 1,140 carloads 
of fresh milk alone are required week- 
ly. Estimates of the city’s needs of 
flour run from 100,000 to 175,000 bar- 
rel's a week. 

The department of weights and meas- 
ures suggested today that in the event 
of a strike the mayor call an extraor- 
dinary session of the board of alder- 
men to appoint a commission to regu- 
late food prices. Fear was expressed 
tonight that embargoes already de- 
clared by the railroads might seriously 
affect the situation even should the 
strike be called off. The placing today 
of what was said to amount virtually 
to a blanket embargo on all freight 
by the Long Island railroad which 
serves the market gardening section of 
Long Island further complicated mat- 


ters. 

The Erie and the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western railroads an- 
nounced tonight that they would not 
employ strike-breakers in the event of 
a strike. They said they expected to 
maintain a service by drafting men 
from their mechanical and clerical de- 
partments. The Erie announced an 
embargo on all perishable freight and 
live stock.

S-Hour Day Discu%sed. 


Mr. Lee followed Mr. Lovett and dis- 
cussed the eight-hour day and the 
other proposals from the viewpoint of 
an operating official. He said a change 
from the ten-hour to the eight-hour 
basis and an increase in the running 
time of freight trains so that 100- 
mile standard run could be covered in 
the lesaer period, would entail just as 
much im increased expenditure by the 
addition of trains as would a decrease 
in the basic day without an increase in 
train speed, but with a consequent 
larger charge for overtime.

“Your deliberations are taking place 
under the guns,” declared James A. Em- 
ery, of the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers. “We think matters of this 
kind should be thought out and not 
fought gyjit.’’ 


Closes for Shippers. 


W. G. Wilson, of Toledo, concluded 
for the shippers. Frank Lyon, of Wash- 
ington, argued that if rates are to be 
raised it is up to congress to raise them 
and not pass the question on to the 
interstate commerce commission. 

Bird M. Robinson, who said he repre- 
sented short line railroads, particular- 
ly in the south, protested against any 
legislation which would affect these 
lines. He said he represented about 
700 companies, largely financed by lo- 
cal capital that have never paid divi- 
dends and whose train employees are 
not qualified to hold positions on trunk 
line railroads. 

Presidents Garretson, Carter and 
Stone, of the brotherhoods, occupied 
the employees’ last hour in rebuttal. 
All of them reiterated that arbitration 
had proved a failure for the men and 
insisted that responsibility for a strike, 
should one come,-would be en the rail- 
roads for their failure to offer to deal 
with their employees. 

Mr. Carter protested that the broth- 
erhoods had been treated unfairly in 
the division of hours at the hearing. 
The six hours given to the railroads 
and shippers against three for the em- 
ployees virtually gave the railroads 
double time for their arguments, he 
said. He presented figures designed 
to prove that certain roads were being 
operated cheaper under the eight-hour 
day than others under the ten, and 
then turned his attention to assailing 
arbitration as having worked out un- 


fairly. 
“Arbitrators,” he said, “always are 
selected from the master class, and 


that is unfair to us. -We might as well 
select Mr. Gompers here to act as a 
neutral arbitrator. He could give us 
the eight-hour day as fairly as an arbi- 
trator from the other class could deny 
it to us. 

“Class questions are not arbitrable. 
The divinity of Christ long has been a 
mooted question. Suppose you sought 
to arbitrate that and named a Jew 
or a Mohammedan as arbitrator. That 
would be analogous with the kind of 
arbitration we have been experienc- 


ing.’”’ 
As an example of his contention Mr.’ 
Carter declared that Charles Nagel, 


former secretary of commerce and la- 
bor, was named an arbitrator in a rail- 
road case and that later when the unions 
learned he was trustee of an institution 
holding $12,000,000 wort of stock in 
lines included in the negotiations, the 
government declined to remove him 
from the board of arbitration. 
Always Pleaded Poverty. 

Mr. Stone told the committee that 
since wage dispute began the railroads 
had pleaded poverty and have declared 
proposed increases would drive them 
into bankruptcy, but they had also al- 
Time and a 
half overtime pay is not new, he said, 
as the railroads pay it in their shops 
without serious results and they could 
do it on the roads as well if they de- 
sired. 

“The man engaged in freight traffic 
is practically a slave,” he declared. ‘He 
cannot take his family out without 
permission from the ecaller’s office. 
He cannot go to the grocery without 
notifying the caller. If he does and the 
caller fails to get him the first time 
he is disciplined: on the second offense 
he is discharged.” 

Mr. Garretson closed for the broth- 
erhoods with a dramatic appeal. 

“So far we have refused nothing,” 
he declared. with tears streaming from 
his face. “We have only: said that if 
others refuse to do anything, we will 
do nothing.” 

He described all of the contending 
parties to the hearing as vultures hov- 
ering about the carcass of the, public. 
The public, he said, would pay the bill 
in the end in any event. 

“The public will pay, as it always has 
paid.” he said, “but it won’t pay for 
the increased wages. As it has for 
many generations, it will pay for over- 
canitalization.

Whistler’s Pictures. 

There has been no more interesting 
character in modern art than James A. 
McNeill Whistler, born in Lowell, 
Mass., in 1834, where his father was 
supervisor of locks and canals. His 
mother was a (Miss McNeill, of North 
Carolina. 2 

He had comparatively little art 
training until he went to Paris when 
twenty-one; after study and unsuc- 
cessful attempts to exhibit his pic- 
tures, he went to reside in England, 
where for many years his living was 
a precarious one, as his unique person- 
ality and aggressive ideas did not meet 
with popular favor. Among his neigh- 
bors at Chelsea were George Eliot and 
Rossetti, also Thomas Carlyle, who, 
though forty years his senior, became 
his warm friend, and consented after 
much persuasion, to sit for his portrait 
—a reproduction of which is shown to- 
day. It was purchased by popular sub- 
scription for the city of Glasgow, and 
is one of the finest of the artist’s works. 

Criticisms. 

Much has been written in criticism 
of the eccentricities of this master ge- 
nius and capable artist; ARowever, he 
lived to enjoy the tardy hut: well-de- 
served recognition of the salons and 
his critics, and since his death in 1903, 
the world proclaims him one of our 
freatest painters and etchers. 

Diego Velasquez, greatest of Span- 
ish painters, and called the “first of 
the moderns,’ was born at Seville in 
1599. His versatile genius and infinite 
capacity for taking pains were soon rec- 
ognized, and he was made court painter 
and master of fetes and ceremonies to 
King Philip IV. 

Everything he painted is strong, 
bold, struck in with a big brush, and 
every stroke full of drawing. This 
was at a time when this sort of. work 
was rare; the men who do it today 
have learned it from studying such 
pictures as these. 


The Example. 

The example of this artist’s work 
shown today is his masterful portrait 
of Pope Innocent X., which was painted 
during a visit to Rome in 1650, and 
is in e Doria palace there. It is ac- 
counted a “miracle of portraiture.”

I am informed upon good authority 
that a campaign fund of mighty pro- 
portions has been amassed in an ef- 
fort to influence sufficient voteg in 
certain quarters of the state to thwart 
the will of the honest people of Geor- 
gia as expressed at the polls and throw 
the contest into a convention to be 
juggied ‘by politicians with whom this 
branch of influence has more effect 
than with the’ common people of our 
state. 

I am informed from a reliable source 
that Governor Slaton, either for him- 
self or as a funnel for the funds of 
others, fighting me under cover for the 
sole reason that I have not tbeen con- 
trolled by the influences in and out of 
this state, that have controlled him, has 
contributed five thousand ($5,000) dol- 
lars to this corruption fund “to ‘beat 
Dorsey.”

New York, August 31.—The publica-

of the day, and closed at 16.31, with 
the general list closing irregular at a 
met advance of 57 to 62 points. 

The market was rather nervous and 
unsettled before the government report 
was published. A sharp break in Liv- 
erpool was followed by an opening de- 
cline of 7 to 14 points here, with Octo- 
ber contracts selling at 15.53, January 
15.63 and March at 15.82 se call. 

es with Liverpool connections were 
Sasere of October, however, while there 
was further scattered near-month cov- 
ering on the uncertainties of transpor- 
tation facilities, and also some buying 
on the bullish view of the crop situa- 
tion. The market rallied to a shade 
over last night’s closing figures before 
the government report was issued and 
the moment the condition of 61.2 per 
eent was announced, there was a sen-~- 
sational jump in prices. According to 
the bureau of statistics this condition, 
which was the lowest on record, point- 
ed: to a lint yield of only 11,800,000 
bales, or, according to local statisti- 
cians, to a total growth of around 12,- 
750,000 bales, with an allowance for 
linters. Bullish traders compared this 
with last year’s world consumption of 
14,800,000 bales American as a basis for 
predicting further sensational advances 
notwithstanding the already compara- 
tively high level of prices. Trade in- 
terests were heavy buyers, while the 
south and west also bought freely here 
on the advance to 16.33 for October, 
16.42 for January and 16.58 for March. 
Realizing was very heavy and caused 
slight reactions during the afternoon, 
but closing prices were within a few 
points of the best, with the market 
showing continued excitement and ac- 
tivity.

New Orleans Closes 58 Points Up. 

New Orleans, August 31.—-lxcited 
trading, wild fluctuations and a great- 
ly broadened market, with the highest 
levels since the 17-cent season of 1909, 
greeted the government's August con- 
dition figures 61.2 in the local cot- 
ton market today. Prices bulged in a 
sensational manner. as soon as the 
trade realized that the figures were 
the lowest ever issued at this time of 
the year, and indicated an unheard-of 
crop. situation. The active months 
rose $4 a bale above the low levels 
made in the early trading, and the 
strength was well retained until the 
close, which was at a net gain for the 
season of nearly $3 a bale. 

Around the opening the market was 
easier on very poor cables, and prices 
fell off 14 to 22 points in the first hour 
of trading. Toward 10 o’clock, the 
time r receipt of the bureau report, 
the market firmed up somewhat and 
immediately after the figures were en- 
mounced there was a bulge of about 50 

oints with a few momentary set- 
acks. The market continued to rise 
until trading months were 77 to 84 
points up from the low levels_of the 
early trading and 62 to 64 points over 
yesterday’s close. Heavy realizing of 
profits met the advance, but these of- 
ferings were easily absorbed. The 
close was at a net gain for the day of 
66 to 58 points, or within 6 points of 
the topmost prices.
